Assuming that your present 
herd conception rate is 85 per cent 
and you have 100 beef cows, you 
will have 15 open cows. The cost 
of wintering a cow works out to 
about $50 when the price of hay, 
vitamin A supplement, salt, 
minerals, protein supplement, and 
ruelene treatment are all taken 
into consideration. In other words, 
it would cost in the neighborhood 
of $750 to keep 15 non-producing 
cows through the winter. This 
money, which does not include 
labor expenses, could be much 
more profitably spent on providing 
the rest of the herd with a little 
more supplement. 

Contact your veterinarian and 
arrange for him to do a pregnancy 
test on each cow. When you know

can test them for vibriosis. Provid¬ 
ing no disease is present, you 
may be able to trace the difficulty 
back to a breeding problem in one 
or more of the bulls. If there is 
a feed problem, a feed test through 
the Department of Agriculture 
may point out the problem. 

During the pregnancy examina¬ 
tion, a veterinarian can often tell 
the approximate date that a cow 
is going to calve. Since only that 
part of the herd which is duo to 
calve needs to be watched, such 
information saves a great deal of 
time and space in the calving yard. 

There are a number of other 
things that can be spotted while 
the cows are in the chute for their 
pregnancy test. These include 
lump jaw, abscesses, lameness, 
wooden tongue, hooves that need 
trimming, eye abnormalities, and 
so on. Animals that need any type 
of attention should be put into 
the holding pen. You will usually 
find the occasional animal that
